And naturally the rest of 
the community feels an abiding in- 
terest in an institution where oVer 
two thousand young people are 
learning to get the best things in 
life, and appreciate them. 


Mr. Patterson's idea is that ed- 


ucation should be • preparation 
for life, and the lives of most peo- 
ple have more to do with measles, 
cooking, housekeeping, carpentry, 
farming, and the rudiments of 
business than with Latin, syntax 
and solid geometry.

Wipe Out Typhoid Fever

cases of typhoid in the community. 
The use of surface drainage water 
from shallow wells dug by in- 
dividuals, coupled with the lack of 
a sewage system, was found to be 
the cause. New wells were driven 
to depths of hundreds of feet 
through a layer of granite that 
cut out the surface water,: and 
septic "tanks for sewage disposal 
were installed. There have been 
two cases of typhoid of local origin 
in the community since then.

cop« with this a $75.000 hospital 
was built by the mills in 1918, 
with Dr. Long at th* head, and five 
.doctors, two graduate nurses, and 
16 student nurses to assist him.

"Up to the present time, Eng- 


land is the only one ot the allies 
who has made an honest attempt 
to return any money to us. Eng- 
land is paying interest 
on its in- 


debtedness while the other coun- 
tries have sent us practically noth- 
ing. It is true that England has a 
commission here today 
pleading 


mercy; but we should be fair with 
.England and recognize that she 
has made her payments thus far in 
accordance with her 
agreements. 


As to what we will eventually do 
with these foreign debts cannot be 
foretold at the present time. Cer- 
tainly it would be useless to cancel 
them today and have these Euro- 
pean nations go on another great 
spree or spend our money playing 
military poker. If, however, these 
nations would repent of their sins, 
disband their armies, and live hon- 
estly and decently. I believe the 
United States would be glad to 
cancel the indebtedness or do any- 
thing else which wonld truly help. 
On the surface, the difficulty with 
Europe is financal; but a. statistical 
study shows' very clearly that the 
real trouble with Europe is spirit- 
ual. Before we, or any other coun- 
try, can help Europe, the European 
nations must 
change 
their pur- 


poses, motives and attitude toward 
God and one another. 


Insufficient Surplus 


"Until this time comes I cannot 
advise anyone to buy or even hold 
European securities. Alter paying 
for the bare necessities of life Eur- 
ope has a surplus which it can use 
either to maintain armies or pay 
interest on its indebtedness', but it 
has not surplus enough to" do both.

At present 
most orthe charitable institutions 
in Elyria are handled by people of 
recognized business ability who use 
every effort to cut down expenses 
and to give service. 


The Budget System 


Every beneficiary of the Com- 


munity Chest must prepare a de- 
tailed report setting forth its needs 
and a classified statement of the 
previous year's income and expenses 
These statements are carefully "in- 
vestigated by a Budget Committee 
composed of men capable of care- 
fully analysing them, and many 
thousands of dollars are cut from 
the requests. 
The same personal interest and 


managerial ability would certainly 
not be available if our charities 
were made the means for providing 
political Jobs. In such case the re- 
quirements wouM have to be met 
by general taxation. One taxes are 
already enormous and it IB safe to 
say that a very much larger amount 
would have to be added to our taxes 
than is required by the Community 
Chest.

DTTERCHURCH STEEL STRIKE REPORT 


AGAIN 


It is three years since the steel strike ended, and 


over two years since* the Interchurch Steel Strike Com 
mission m&de its report. That report is still very vital. 
Marshall Olds, who is called an economic writer, but 
whose business really has been to act as publicity and 
advertising agent for corporations, in a book of over 
'four hundred pages, costing four dollars, has analyzed 


• the report, and finds that it is "biased and false," and 


was written by "rajlieals" who were in close collusion 


- with W. 2. Foster, one of the leaders of the strike. 


This is all old straw that is' being threshed out. 


The only new matter in the "refutation" is the state- 
ment that it has been repudiated by the Interehurch 
officials themselves. One of these officials is W. W. 
'Foulkes, who was a member of the Executive Commit- 
' tee of the Interchurch Movement. Two others cited are 
two publicity men of the movement. Dr. Foulkes in a 
letter, however, has this to say to the author: "I do not
